Some Quaint Old Toilet Recipes 


QLt really scientific toilet specialists in | 


these days rightly condemn strong as- 
tringent lotions for the skin. Persons who 
are ignorant of physiology imagine that lines 
and wrinkles due to advancing years may be 
remedied by ‘‘ drawing ’’ or ** tightening ’’ the 
| skin, Those who been unfortunate 
enough to be persuaded into using strong 
astringent lotions, or ‘‘skin-tighteners,’’ 
they are sometimes called, have generally had 
rhe re

reason to regret their imprudence. 
sult of the constant use of a strong astringent 
is to destroy all elasticity of the skin, and to 
cause it in time to become yellow, shrivelled 
and parchment-like, Wrinkling, or ‘* baggi- 
”’ of the skin, is in reality due to pro- 
gressive organic degeneration and waste in 
the subcutaneous tissues and muscles, and the 
most sensible treatment, therefore, is to at 
| tempt to arrest this waste, or degeneration, 
|

by feeding the muscles and tissues with a 
| good skin food, and restoring, as far as is 
| possible, tone and vitality to them. This 
truth was evidently recognized by our great 
| great-grandmothers, those wise and demure 
English gentlewomen of ‘‘stille-roome ’’ 
| fame, and so we find that nearly every Old 


English book of toilet recipes is well stocked | 


with directions for making unctuous substan- 
ces called ‘‘complexion pomades,’’ which, of 
| course, was only another name for ‘skin 
foods,’’ 

HERE is a recipe for a complexion pomade 
from ‘** The Toilette of Health and Beauty ’”’ 
‘Take white wax and spermaceti, of each a 


water of orange-flowers, an ounce and a half, 


hot ashes, or in a vapor bath, pour the solu- 
tion into a marble mortar, and stir it witha 
wooden pestle till it becomes cold and seems 
quite smooth, then mix the water of orange- 
flowers very gradually, add, if desired, a few 
drops of attar of roses, and keep stirring till 
the whole be incorporated, This composition 
becomes extremely white and light by the 
agitation, and very much resembles cream. 
It is an excellent cosmetic, and renders the 
skin supple and smooth, Some add a little 
Balm of Gilead to heighten its virtue. It 
should be kept for use in a gallipot, tied over 
with a bladder,’’ 

THE following ‘‘pomatum to remove red- 
ness or pimples from the face’’ does not com- 
mend itself to me, but as a curiosity it is 
worth recording :—‘‘Steep in clear water a 
pound of boar’s cheek till it becomes toleralbly 
white, drain it quite dry, and put it into a new 
glazed earthen pan with two or three hard 
pippins quartered, an ounce and a half of the 
four cold seeds—pompion, melon, cucumber 
/ and gourd—bruised, and a slice of veal about 
| the size of the palm of your hand. Boil the 
whole together in a vapor bath for four hours, 
then with a strong cloth squeeze out your 
pomatum into an earthen dish, placed upon 
hot ashes. Add to it an ounce of white bees- 
wax melted, and an ounce of the oil of sweet 
almonds ; stir it with a wooden spatula till it 
becomes cold,’’ 
| Another recipe for a pomatum for a red or 

pimpled face is less complicated, and would 
probably be really pleasant and remedial. 
These are the instructions :—‘*Take two 
pared apples, celery and fennel, of each a 
| handful, and barleymeal, a quarter of an 
ounce. Simmer the whole together a quarter 
of an hour in a gill of rose-water, then add an 
ounce of fine barley-meal, the whites of four 
new-laid eggs, and an ounce of deer’s suet.

| How to Use a McCall Pattern 


] 

First, take the bust measure, length of waist- 
line, length of sleeve (see cuts of measurements), 
after the proper size has been selected, double the 
lining lengthwise (always cut and fit yeur lining 
before cutting material), pin the pattern on the 
linin placing the pieces with three crosses 
( on the fold, carefully trace or mark 
through the lines of long perforations which in- 
dicate the seam and outlet allowance, also trace 
through the dart and other perforations; cut 
along the edge of the pattern,do not cut the darts 
through until the garment is fitted, this retains 
the original shape of the pattern. Place the cor- 
responding notches (>) together and baste along 
the seam and outlet lines (c); the lining is now 
ready totry on. If any alterations are necessary 
they should be made at the shoulder and under- 
arm seams where outlets are provided. After the 
lining has been fitted, pin and place the several 
parts of the lining on the material, with both 
right sides of material together with the grain of 
the goods running the same way, cut each piece 
along edge of lining and baste along the seam 
lines asa guide to sew by. When the seams are 
stitched notch the seams and darts at the waist- 
line and thoroughly press them open 

The garment 1s no w ready to be boned ard any 
preferred stay or bone may be used 

The term, “laying the pattern on the straight of 
the material,” means that the several pieces in a 
pattern, having a line of large round perforations 
(OQ) should be so placed that the line of such per- 
forations in the pattern is on a straight line - when 
placed lengthwise on the material. 

Cloth should be cut with the nap running down, 
velvet up. For plaid or striped goods, before cut 
ting, arrange the material so that the stripes or
